Huming the title of King, crossed the Pyrenees 
from France. 
Among the perty of five that

clothes, 
but 
soou 
donned 
a 
uniform of 
bine 
and scar­ 
let 
and 
gold, 
and 
was 
shortly after 
receiving the allegiance of the soldiers at 
Znrrogam urdy amid general rejoicing. 
Guns 
boomoil bells rang, a Te Dmm was sung in 
church, aud the Curlist leaders and the little 
border town made the iii<s;t of the occasion. 


ITiUH au'<piciously passed off an event which 
may be the first scene of a royal farce or a 
royal tragedy, or, remotely enough, a royal 
triuuij)h. Protouders *vith titles 'by the grace 
of God, ’ ’ every whit as clear as Don Garlos, 
have donned brilliant uniforms before now and 
m ounted on bay chargers donated by syiujia- 
thizcrs only to find that plain clothes had been 
a safer investment. 
The entry of the Pretender draws attention 
to the state of the country which he aims to 
rule, according to the old alwolub’ methisl, 
with some m odern improvonients. 
The out­ 
look is not bright. 
The flight of Amadeus 
gave .Spain bloodlussly to the Republic ; but 
it soon became evident that the powers of evil 
were too many to allow a peaceful oonsumum- 
tion of free government. 
Despite the im­ 
mense strides m ade tow ards popular gov- 
ernm cut 
by 
the 
masses 
in 
the towns, 
no 
country in 
Europe could 
boast of a 
more 
ingrained 
class 
of 
devotees 
to 
old monarchical ideas. 
To 
the nobles and 
clergy the m onarchy held out visions of the 
old time caste privileges, 
emoluments and 
power, and to the ignonint peasants, 
par­ 
ticularly of the Basque Provinces, the mou- 
arcliy was a sacred dream, because the ch-rgy 
and the nobles said it was. 
Left to them­ 
selves the C'.irlist party would have reached 
the point of extinction long since. 
Circum­ 
stances, not altogether to bo unfore.seen, cumo 
to tbeir assistonce. 
8o long us Carlism hud 
before it an army fighting in the name of 
a king, although au Italian born boy, it 
possessed no strength on Hjianish soil, and 
seemed os hopeless us it had ut any time since 
Isabella was placed on the throne by English 
help, and the Don Carlos of the period was 
driven into the exile from which his grandson 
has now returned in high feather. 
8o long, 
in fact, 08 it was king against king, outside 
governm ents looked on indifferently, and a 
constitutional King, if any, was more acceptable 
to the general thought of Spain. 
When the 
throne of Amadeus toppled one of the most 
hopeful signs for the young Republic was this 
division among the royalists. 
The Alfonsists, 
or those who upheld the claims of the son of 
the ex-Quoeu, betook themselves to a "m as­ 
terly inactivity,” marked by the sullou protest 
of abstention from all share in the olcctions. 
To an able aud resolute m inistry this would 
Lave been from recognized foes a most wel­ 
come attitude; as it was, it tended greatly to un­ 
nerve the men, who, whatever their patriotism, 
were new to the responsibility of govcrumeut. 
The ubseuue of a strong royalist ojiposition in 
the Cortes allowed the extreme rods almost a 
free head, 
and hence, when the sweeping 
away of the Carlists in the North should have 
been the first tusk, the Republic was being 
weakened by the dissensions of its leaders. 
While, therefore, the Alfonsists wore folding 
th iir hiJftlgoism within their mantles and 
looking from beneath lowering brows at the 
state of afl'airs, Carlism, with the King-loving 
clergy and the hardy, sui>orstitiou8 peasantry 
of the North on its side, was carrying on a 
guerilla war in the luouu tains, not very bril­ 
liant in itself, but w ithout any whole-souled 
arm ed 
opposition 
Irom 
the 
republican 
army. 
Its position at present, taken at its 
own word, is that it possesses ten thousand 
men in the field. 
The population of Spain is 
nearly sixteen millions. 
W hat its chances 
would bo with a Cromwell in the field agaia.t 
it can with this light bo estimated. 
l^om viewing the disordered state of Spain, 
with Carlism ram pant in m ountain passes and 
descending on small towns in the N orth; from 
a republican treasury that shows no signs of 
repletion, a republican governm ent vigorous 
only in word, and a half-hearted arm y badly 
led, we may turn to the influences at work 
without against the Republic. 
The 
much- 
dreaded influence of Rome we do not count 
as 
m uch 
in 
the 
exterior 
forces 
bear­ 
ing 
down 
on 
the 
Republic; 
for, 
whatever its desires, it can but stim ulate the 
ardor of the clerical parly in Sp.ain itself, 
which clings, like uU hum an parties, to the 
side promising it must spoils and most power. 
In the gagged and fettered Reputfiio of France 
it has, govorumeutally, no friend. 
The mon­ 
archists, who, with the tim id republicans, 
form the m ajority in the Assembly, are, "like 
the poor cat i’ th ’ adage,” letting their dis­ 
cretion overawe their will, and can only oflfer 
facilities lurtive.ly to their Spanish fellow 
monarchists who plot in the south of France 
and find the roails across the I’yreneean bor­ 
der mysteriously free trom gendarm e or sol­ 
dier, 08 did Don Carloa on his late ride with 
his French legitim ist friends and a U b u a l d 
correspondent 
The attitude of E ngland in the ease is one 
well worth the study of Americans. 
That 
forty years ago the British governm ent sent 
its legion to Spain to defeat the succession of 
the grandfather of Don Carlos does not pre­ 
vent that Power from tacitly supporting the 
grandson to-day. 
We may be told that E ng­ 
land has not officially committed herself to 
either side in the struggle; but the same 
influences which made England the hope of 
the Confederacy in the late rebellion are at 
work now against the Repubbo in Spain. 
At the bottom of the English sympathy with 
the rebellion was no love of slavery, no partic­ 
ular hatred of the North as compared with 
the South, but a hope that the breaking up of 
the Union would next to annihilate a formida­ 
ble republican power. 
Cotton had certainly 
much to do with it, but the tone was taken 
from those who saw some prospect of an Em­ 
pire in the Sunth and the financial ruin of a 
rival in the commerce of the world.

Wo have the startling announcem ent from 
Salt Lake City that Ann Eliza Webb Young, 
the wife 
of Brigham Young, No. 17, 
has 
forever left him, carrying off her ftim ituro 
and personal effects; that Brigham will en­ 
deavor 
to replevin the goods; that Mrs. 
Young No. 17 is a t the W alker House, and 
that in her behalf three leading lawyers are 
about to institute a suit for divorce and ali­ 
mony in a large sum ; that in the trial impor­ 
tant revelations are expected concerning the 
mysteries of the Prophet’s harem ; that Mrs. 
Young No. 17 is enjoying the sympathies of 
the Gentile ladies of Salt Lake, aud that there 
is a considerable degree of perturbatioa upon 
this m atter among the polygamous Mormons 
of their Holy City of Zion. 
There can bo no doubt that if the three 
leading lawyers succeed in bringing the case 
of Mrs. Brigham Young No, 17 to trial there

All these m atters and many more connected 
with the domestic mysteries and miseries of 
Mormon polygamy will, doubtless, be thor­ 
oughly investigated aud elucidated should this 
case lor a divorce of Mrs. Brigham Young No.

Hailing w ith the YVlnd. 
The Minnesota republicans, through their 
State Convention, like their brethren in Iowa, 
have resolved to cut the ground from under 
the feet of the democrats on the leading Western 
issues of the day.

invested in railroads the right of reasonable 
rem nneration, but opposing unjust discrim i­ 
nations and all arbitrary and im proper uses of 
the growing power of railroad and other cor­ 
porations.

They heartily 
applaud the active measures of Congress in 
ferreting out and exposing corruption; they 
dem and pnre official conduct and the punish­ 
m ent of unfaithful public servants; they con­ 
demn without reservation the Increased Salary 
and Back-Pay bill rushed through the two 
bouses in the expiring hours of the late Con­ 
gress, and they dem and the prom pt repeal of 
the law. 
Now, as 
these 
farmers’ 
granges have 
shown 
in a 
recent test election in Illi­ 
nois that in the Northwest they have, and 
w ithin a few m onths, risen to the proportions 
of a political power which m ust be respected; 
and as the so-called "back-pay grab” of the 
late Congress has awakened a more pervading 
spirit of hostility am ong the masses of the 
people thronghout the country, and particu­ 
larly in the West, than the general indignation 
resulting from the Credit M obilier disclosures, 
the Minnesota republicans, it will be seen, 
have skilfully set their sails to catch the popu­ 
lar wind. 
On the question of cheap transpor­ 
tation, however, they beat about the bush, and, 
either from a lack of conrage or perception 
fail to touch the remedy required against 
the grasping designs of our railway m onop­ 
olies.

We learn by our despatches that the 
people of Omaha—a city that by this time 
ought to have an efficient police—L ive deter­ 
mined to get rid of the gamblers, r^ibbers and 
aasa.ssins, from whom they have so stiverelv 
suffered. 
Gam blers on W estern trains are no 
novelty, nnforlonatoly. 
Holding the officials 
in fear of their lives or bribing them iuco con­ 
nivance, they fleece hundreds of travellers of 
money hardly earned 
For denouncing a 
gang engaged in "w orking” a train on the 
Union Pacific road the gam blers stabbed a 
brakeman. Ronsed by this m nrderons outrage 
the railroad m en and citizens of Omaha have 
combined. 
They threaten to form a vigilance 
comm ittee and act as the people of San Fran­ 
cisco did in their apprenticeship. The remedy 
is severe, but the evil is one that cannot well 
be treated homiaopatbically. 
E ither the iu- 
dnstriouB, peaceful citizens m ust leave the

The proper course for frontier 
commnnities having to deal with ruffians would 
be to organize a strong police and cteet prose­ 
cuting officers able and willing to enlorcu the 
laws.

antly and as protttably as may bo possible under 
the circumstances. 
She has become quite Inti­ 
mate with the other prisoners In her corridor— 
Mrs. Fanny Hyde. Mrs. Durgess and Mrs. Simmons. 
It is said that “a lellow feeling makes us wondrous 
kind," and it Is probably on this account that Liz­ 
zie has become attached to Fanny Hyde. 
In fact,

Fanny.”- This afftctlonntc feeling is evidently 
reciprocated by tne destroyer of George W. Watson, 
for Fanny Is constantly with Lizzie, walking and

Keeper Con- 
raddy allows them occaalouaUy to walk In tne 
lall yard, In company with a deputy and sometimes 
himself, and tney express thomaelves as deeply 
sensible of his kindness to them.

THE TRRATMENT W HICH LIZÍIB HAS RECKIVED 
is contrary to that which she expected. 
In a con. 
versatlon yesterday she s a i d “Yes, when I arrived 
here I thought 1 would be placed In a cell; but 
Instead of that I have got comfortable quarters 
hero and pleasant conipanlous.” 
She passes the 
greater pai t of the day la reading and writing, and 
when not thus engaged she joins her sister 
prisoners. Mentally she Is luaulicly their supe­ 
rior, and this fact In Itself appears to have im­ 
pressed them with a strong fooling of respect for 
her. Lizzie is very fond of poetry, and yesterday 
Keeper Conraddy ransacked the Jail building In 
search of mental pabulum for her. The library of 
the Jail IB not a very extensivo one. Boyond sev­ 
eral copies of old dlroctorlcB, Common Council re­ 
ports, Patent omco reports aud other light Utora- 
turo of a character somewhat akin to these, the 
supply is very meagre. Mr. Conraddy, however, 
succeeded m resurrecting a copy of Shakspoare 
and a copy o' the poems of Ossian, which ho im­ 
mediately dolivored to tho prisoner, who thuuk- 
fUUy received them. Lizzie first turned her attcn- 
tenitun to Shakspeure and was soon deeply ab­ 
sorbed in the perusal of ‘‘OtUello." She ts never 
Interrupted In her occupations by her companions. 
LETTERS OK SVTSPATHY POI'RINO IN. 
It is truly astoulRtiing what a groat sympathy 
has been created in the community for Lizzie King. 
She Is dully In receipt of numerous letters (some 
anonymous and others containing, presumably, 
genuine Slgnaiurcs) expressing tho sympathy of 
tho writers and oircrlng all the aid In their power.

At two o'clock jcaterd.iy afternoon the last 
offices of respoct to a patnot’s memory were per­ 
formed lu tho modest Cuban Epmcop.tl Church of 
Santiago, In Twenty-second street, near Fifth ave­ 
nue, over the mortal remains of Sefior José Ma.-la 
Mayorgs, a native of Havana, long known as an 
energetic and sncccssiUl merchant in this city, 
whose death w.^8 announced m the Herald of 
Tuesday. He hart gained wealth and position In 
New’ York, tho city of his adoption, but never 
ceased to hold dear the briglit Island which gave 
him iiirth, and since the day of the opening of tho 
revolution against Spanish misrule the cause of 
Cutían Independence has hod no stancher friend or 
more earnest laborer than Señor Mayorga, who haa 
occupied tho highest official places In the organiza­ 
tion of Cuban patriots here, and bos given very 
largely both in time and money for the success of 
the revolution. 
At the Lour named the body of the church wa.s 
nearly filled by resident Cubans of both sexes, all 
betraying In their sad looks and tearfu! eyes the 
lo83 to their community and to the cause of free­ 
dom which they felt In bidding adieu to a beloved 
brother patriot an-l one of the founders and chief 
supporters of the church In which they were as­ 
sembled to nyiurn his death. As the funeral pro­ 
cession enured the church Rov. Mr. Pulma, the 
rector, preceded the coffin, reading the solemn 
burial service ot the Episcopal Church In Spanish. 
The pall-bearers were General Vlllegos. Hilarlo Cis­ 
neros, Vttldoz Mendoza. J, J. Oovi-utes, Pablo 
Btttt'.o and Captain George W. Brown. Several 
members of Mr. Mayorga’s lamily 'ollowed aud 
were seated next the chancel. After the coffin waa 
deposited at tho head of the centre aisle the an­ 
them "I know that my Redeemer llvetli” waa snug 
in English by Miss Mendez, soprano; "Vital spark 
of heavenly flame” by a quartet of the choir and 
“Augels ever bright and lair” by Miss ilenue, con­ 
tralto. 
Rev. Mr. Palma then preached an eloquent 
fnncriil Ul.scoiirse from the text, "1 am the resur­ 
rection aud the liic,” eulogizing the departed 
brother as a Christian and a patriot, and urging 
hi* companions to zeal and hope for the sacred 
cause ol Cunan liberty and to an Imitation ol the 
life of the good mau whose death was deplored by 
all who had been privileged to know Him. As the 
reverend orator warmed with hli theme It was 
easy to see that the hc.arls of his audience beat 
with hiB own in glowing love for the "0cm of tho 
Antilles” and In sorrow at taking leave of one 
who had been among the first In the struggle for 
her ludepeuilen.'o. 
lu the audience were noticed Scflors J. M. 
Mestrc. Antonio Echeverría, Colonel B. Agramóme, 
Colonel J. Del 8ol, Jose M, Masías, Antonio Zam­ 
brano, lion. Algernon s. Sullivan, Duncan Mac-

DON CABDOS’ KNTRT TO SPAIN AND AN RNTUt - 
siasttc recrption by the PKOPEE. 
The correspondent reports as follows:—At 
ten o’clock Wednesday morning, the Itílh 
instant, Don Carlos entered Spain amidst, a 
scene of indescribable enthusiasm on the 
port of the people. 
Starting irum Puu and 
journeying by Bayonne, the Bourbon Prince 
reached Ustaritz at the hour of five o’clock in 
the momiug. Ho was mounted on horseback, 
and was accompanied by two French legi­ 
timists of note, a Carlist officer of high mili­ 
tary rank and a spcciol correspondent of the

His Boyal FUghness took his departure 
from Ustaritz almost immediately and ad­ 
vanced to the Spanish frontier. No ivrms or 
twrmy uniform were carried by the party. 
The members of it wore dressed in plain 
clothing and furnished with foreign jiassports. 
Not a single gendarme was encountered, so 
that precaution was almost unnecessary.
